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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that the declaration under 
37 1.131 is sufficient, and has made an argument such that the showing of diligience is not appropriate. Examiner does not find the 
arguments persuasive. MPEP 715.07 clearly indicates that facts must be shown, not a general allegation that the invention was completed 
prior to the date of the reference. Applicant has not provided any facts whatsoever to back up their claims, and as such the declaration is 
insufficient to overcome the reference. Furthermore, Examiner would like Applicant to point out where in the MPEP the allegations that 
diligence must only be shown for interference under 102(g), as Examiner has looked at the reference to 102(g) in Section 3 of 715.07, 
which states that the requirements are different than that for interference under 102(g), but it is clearly stated that showing due diligence is 
required for two of the three ways that Applicant can show prior invention. As Applicant has not provided any facts or evidence to satisfy 
any of these three requirements as laid out in the previous action and in the MPEP, the Examiner does not deem the declaration sufficient. 
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
